Charles Dickau, Ed Parker and 
W.J. Scheidt of Didsbury attended 
the C.C.F. nominating convention 
at Acme on Wednesday, December 
17, when Raymond C. Bell of Car- 
stairs was officially nominated as 
C.C.F. candidate to contest the next 
provincial election for the Didsbury 
constituency.

constituency chairman, conducted 
the meeting. Three candidates were 
nominated, Ray Wood, Rev. Rowie 
and R.C. Bell, but the former two 
withdrew in favor of Mr. Bell, and 
he was elected by acclamation. 

Aylmer Liesemer, M.L.A., was 
the main speaker of the afternoon 
convention and the C.C.F. are plan- 
ning an extensive campaign in 
view of the possible provincial 
election which may be held in Al- 
berta in 1948.

SHOWS EXCELLENT TEST 


Last Saturday James Bird, the 
new. preprietor ef the Didsbury 
Bakery, received his inspector's re- 
port for bread baked locally and 
was very gratified to learn that the 
tests show that the bread being 
turned out at the Didsbury Bakery 


is of a high standard. Both the 
whole wheat and white loaves 
tested 90.5 per cent, while the 


average of all bakeries was 90 per 
cent, 

The highest score for the 
month of any bakery bread tested 
was 93.5 per cent.

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WHEAT POOL PAYS OFF 
INDEBTEDNESS TO PROVINCE 


The Alberta Wheat Pool has paid 
in full its indebtedness to the Al- 
berta government incurred through 
the losses entailed in the 1929-30 
Pool overpayment. This informa- 
tion was given by R.H. Purdy to 
the recent Wheat Pool convention. 

The debt originally totalled $6,- 
400,000. By last spring the Alberta 
Pool had reduced the amount to 
$1,500,000. Then an arrangement 
was made to borrow that amount 


| of money from the Bank of Mont- | 
real to pay off the government. The | 


loan from the bank is repayable 
in principal instalments of $300,000 
ja year, 


|SPECIAL MUSKRAT PERMIT 
‘NEEDED TO TRAP IN ALTA, 


For the first time tt time this year, wint- 
er trapping of muskrats will be per- 
mitted in Alberta and the open 
season will be from November 15 to 
May 15, the provincial game branch 
has announced, in an effort to save 
the pelts of large numbers of rats 
killed each winter by the freezing 
of shallow ponds and marshes. 


Trapping will be allowed under 
special permit issued to holders of 
a certificate of registration of a trap 
line or trapping area. Investigation 
will be conducted by game officers 
of the advisability of issuing per- 
mits in any area after application 
for a permit from a trapper. Those 
obtaining permits will have to re- 
port trapping results at the end of 
the season. 

Open season for fox is Nov. 1 to 
January 15; mink Nov. 15 to Feb. 
28; otter Nov. 1 to March 31; red 
squirrel Nov. 15 to Feb. 28, 

Beaver may be trapped by spe 
cial permit on registered traplines 
from April 1 to May 15. Marten 
may also be caught on registered 
lines provided it is not taken east 
of the Fifth Meridian.

A group of about 900 farmers in 
south-central Manitoba have cashed 
in on a 1947 sunflower crop esti- 
mated to gross at least $1,000,000. 

The Manitoba department of agri- 
culture says that the average yield 
was about 800 pounds to the acre 
on a 25,000 acre total, Last year 
the average yield was 650 pounds 
and the crop was less rich in oil con- 
tent. The price in 6 cents a pound. 

Nearly 90 per cent of the crop is 
from the hybrid developed at the 
experimental Station at Morden, | 
Manitoba. Known as “Advance,” | 
the variety now has replaced the 
original Mennonite varieties.

ALBERTA'S AGRICULTURAL 


“| SERVICE BOARDS 


The work of Alberta’s Agricul- 
tural Service Boards was outlined 
recently by W. Lobay, supervisor 
of these boards for the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture. Mr. Lobay 
points out that although Service 
Boards in Alberta have been in 
operation for only three years they 
are already showing what they can 
do in meeting the weed and soil 
conservation problems of their com-

In carrying out the broad objec- 
tives of soil conservation and weed 
control the Agricultural Service 
Boards have done much to help the 
farmer with his immediate prob- 
lems. They help to obtain clean 
seed of good quality for the district. 
Some of them operate seed clean- 
ing equipment. Forage seed is ob- 
tained and distributed. Arrange- 
ments are made to fill gullies on 
fields where there is danger of fur-

Eight of the party are women. 
One is a two-and-a-half year old 
boy. Among them is a goldsmith, a 
draftsman, a bookkeeper, six clerks, 
a motorman, a carpenter, two elec- 
tricians, a machinist, a_ painter, 
three dressmakers and a housewife. 

The Edith sailed from Goteberg, 
Sweden, in early summer by way of 
Penzance, England. She had on 
board 450 gallons of drinking water 
and only enough food for a thirty 
day voyage. Fierce Atlantic gales 
forced the little boat off her course; 
lengthened the trip to two months. 
There was not sufficient money to 
buy oil for the Edith’s small engine, 
so Skipper Tosine had to depend on 
sail. Arthur Schoenberg, marine 
engineer and owner of the vessel 
acted as second-in-command. 

On September 15th the party 
reached Savannah, Georgia. There 
they learned they did not possess 
the necessary immigration visas 
to enter the United States and that 
the U.S. quota for people of Eston- 
ian birth was already heavily over- 
subscribed by displaced persons in 
the American zones of Germany 
and Austria, Taken to Ellis Island, 
they were granted temporary entry 
into the United States and informed 
they would be permitted to 
find another country in which to 
settle. 

The Canadian Lutheran World 
Relief Organization in Winnipeg 
took up their case. In a letter to 
Director of Immigration, A.L. Jol- 
liffe in Ottawa, L.W.R.O. officials 
wrote, ‘We have learned from our 
United States representative that 
these are an exceedingly fine group 
of young people, very sturdy phy- 
sically, very anxious to work—-We 
are asking for consideration of these 
courageous people on purely com- 
passionate grounds and to afford 
them the opportunity of beginning 
life again in a country built on the 
democratic principles in which they 
believe and for which they stand.” 

On the recommendation of the 
Hon. J.A. Glen, Minister of Mines 
and Resources, special provision 
was made by Order--in-Council for 
their admission provided that they 
could meet the mental and physi- 
cal requirements of the Immigra- 
tion Act.
